cided when the Public Service Commis- 
sion promulgated an order giving 
consent to the issue by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany of $67,700,000 of convertible de- 
benture bonds it went beyond its au- 
thority. The court therefore 
the order. 

The opinion of the court, which was 
unanimous, was written by Chief Jus- 
tice Rugg. It said in part: 

The approval by the commission of 
@n issue of stock must relate to the 
present and not to a remote future. 
This is required by the legislative in- 
tent disclosed by the review of the 
statutes. 

The amount of stock which the com- 
mission intelligently can approve to be 
issued is inseparable from the price at 
which it is to be issued. The price 
at which the public interest may re- 
quire that it may be issued during a 
period of ten years, beginning five 
years hence, is impossible of ascer- 
tainment now. 3ut the approval of 
convertible debentures with the right 
to take stock at par in payment dur- 
ing that period involves fixing a price 
cf the stock during the like period. 
An order entered now that stock be 
issued at par during that period of 
time can afford no security that the 
corporation will get an adequate re- 
turn for its stock, or that rates and 
charges fixed upon such a capitaliza- 
tion will be fair, or that the rights of 
other stockholders will guarded 
properly. 

The mandatory requirement the 
atatute that the commission shall base 
its decision as to the amount of stock 
to be issued upon the price at which it 
is to be put out is inconsistent with 
the underlying idea of a convertible 
bond such as is proposed in the pres- 
ent procceding. It has been argued 
with earnestness that a convertible 
debenture has become highly desirable 
in view of present conditions. This, 
however, is a matter rather for legis- 
lative than judicial consideration. 

No request has been made for the 
approval of an issue of bonds without 
the convertible-into-stock feature, Ap- 
parently no vote has been passed by 
the stockholders for an of that 
kind. Hence, the only matter to be 
considered upon this aspect of the case 
is whether approval of an of 
convertible debentures such as is set 
out in the order of the commission is 
within its legal power. 

The conclusion follows that the order 
approving the issue of convertible de- 
bentures and of stock was beyond the 
authority of the commission, and 
hence must be quashed. 

The plaintiffs as stockholders plain- 
ly have a right to invoke the protec- 
tion of the court against a proposed 
issue of convertible debentures and 
stock such as here is proposed.

soon to mature. These notes will ma- 
ture on June 1. 

It was to meet the $40,000,000 notes 
and provide funds for needed improve- 
ments that the $67,000,000 bond issue 
was originally authorized. At that time 
J. P. Morgan & Co. had a general fiscal 
agency agreement with the New Haven, 
but a special agreement was made cov- 
ering the $67,000,000 issue. 

This agreement was attacked by Mor- 
gan G. Bulkeley and others as giving to 
J. P. Morgan & Co. an unnecessary com- 
mission. In the midst of this contro- 
versy, Morgan & Co. notified the road 
that they would cancel the general fiscal 
agency agreement at the end of the 
ninety days’ notice required. This was 
on Sept. 6, and the agreement expired 


on Dee. 6.

According to the complainants, the 
chickens are starved for twenty-four 
hours before the time of their arrival in 
New York City. Two or three hours 
before they are sold a paste made up 
of sand, stone, and gravel is fed to them. 
The chickens eat it greedily and it is of 
such a nature that when it goes into the 
crop it forms a plastic-like mass that 
it 
acts in such a way that the 
then cannot eat normal food and con- 
sequently lose weight from starvation 
while kept by those who buy from the 
shipper. 

Several chickens were exhibited with 
crops as large as a good-sized orange. 
In the case of one small bird the crop 
was found to contain sand and large 


stones running up to three-quarters ot | 


in length and weighed eight 
Of these eight ounces not more 
than three could be charged to the legit- 
imate weight of the chicken's crop, as it 
was a small bird, weighing with the 
overloaded crop only about two and a 
half pounds. 

Officials of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment said that the practice was possible 
in New York for the reason that New 
York was the only city which 
regulations prohibiting the feeding 
|chickens within twenty-four hours be- 
fore they are sold for killing. They

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 9.—The Rev. 
William Lalou, assistant pastor of the 
Catholic Church of St. John the Evan- 
gelist, and Francis Tracy Tobin, a law- 
yer and influential leader in Catholic 
circles here, appeared before a Magis- 
trate to-day, the priest as defendant and 
the lawyer as prosecutor, in cases in-/| 
volving disturbances on the streets with 
newsboys selling copies of The Menace, 


the anti-Catholic newspaper printed in 
the West. 

The priest objected, the police said, to 
a newsboy in Chestnut Street shouting | 
sensational titles of articles in the pub- | 
lication, and. when the boy refused to 
cease his cries, blows were exchanged. 
Mr. Tobin encountered another newsboy | 
in the same street.

CHICAGO CITY OF GLOOM. 


Plague of Semi-Darkness for More 
Than Two Months. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—This city and the 
region thereabouts is enduring if not | 
suffering from the most remarkable dark 
spell recorded in the annals of the 
Weather Bureau. 

Chicago had sunshine to-day for ex- 
actly sixteen minutes. Then the cold 
dark gray sky which so long has lowered 
over the city closed, and the electric 
lights were again used. 

Chicago has had less Winter sunlight 
during November, December, and early 
January than during any similar pre- 
vious year in the city’s history. The 
total number of hours of sunlight since 
Nov. 1 has been 242. Florists and 


nurserymen report large losses, due to 
the lack of sunshine, and similar com- 
plaints come from growers of lettuce 
and cucumbers under glass. Physicians 
also report that the incessant gloom has 
had a most depressing effect upon per- 
sons who are ill. 


GIRL DROPS 1,000 FEET. 


“Oh, Gee! That Was Fine!” Says 
Wearer of Martin’s Parachute *‘’e:-t.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 9.—Posing 
nerself for an instant in the rear seat 
of Glenn L. Martin’s biplane and lookiiig 
out on the crowd, 1,000 feet below her, 
Miss Tiny Broadwick, an eighteen-year- 
old parachute jumper, wearing one of 
Martin’s “ life vests,’’ leaped into space. 

For possibly 100 feet she shot down 
like a plummet. Then the vest opened, 
her flight halted, and one minute later 
she landed on her feet as lightly as a 
bird. 

““Oh, gee! that was fine,’ she said. 

To-day’s test was the first of Martin’s 
new invention. It resembles a knap- 
sack on a soldier’s back. The vest is 
made of canvass, and is strapped about 
the body. On the back is a parachute 
compactly wrapped. A small cord is 
attached to the pack and tied to the 
aeroplane. When the wearer of the 
vest jumps, or falls, out of the machine 


the cord breaks and opens the para- 

chute. In case this cord fails, there is

For Straus, 
when the bullets struck him in the head, 
pitched forward and fell upon a card- 
board box of floor wadges that one of 
the gunmen had tossed outside to free 
his arms for the fight.

Merritt Changes Tactics. 


The surprise of the afternoon's hear- 
ing came at the beginning when Mer- 
ritt took the stand. Merritt refused 
to waive immunity when called on 
Dec. 29. 

‘“*I won’t sign, because then you'll 
have a come-back at me,” he told Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman at the time. 

Merritt had changed his mind since 
Dec. 29. He came into court with Dis- 
trict Attorney Cunningham, and it was 
said that he had been advised to tell 
everything. Merritt was mentioned in 
the testimony of Miss Mary J. Diamond, 
the stenographer, who was called as a 
on Dec, 29, who said she was 
State pay roll as ‘*M. J. Dia- 
common laborer.’’ Merritt, as 
of the Highways Main- 
tenance Department at Kingston, was 
accused of obtaining Miss Diamond's sig- 
nature to the pay roll as ‘‘M. J. Dia- 
mond.’’ Miss Diamond also charged 
that her indorsement on a pay voucher 
had been forged by someone, and that 
she had been cheated out of part of the 
money due her. The name of Daniel 
G. Schoonmaker, a road foreman, was 
mentioned in the testimony. 

District Attorney Whitman conducted 
the examination of Merritt, who seemed 
to be nervous. Mr, Whitman first pro- 
duced a letter from Esler Sherwood, 
Superintendent of Highways at King- 
ston, a degree in rank above Merritt. 
Superintendent Sherwood wrote to Super- 
intendent Merritt that George Shilling, 
a day laborer, should be entered on the 
payroll at $5 a day. Shilling, accord- 
ing to Superintendent Sherwood, would 
supply a team of horses. 

“Do you know this man_ Shilling 
whom Superintendent Sherwood wanted 
placed on the payroll?’’ asked Mr. 
Whitman. 

‘Yes, I entered him on the roll at 
$5 a day with team,’’ replied Merritt. 

‘*And dld he work with a team?”’ 

“No, he is a chauffeur. He hasn't 
any team.” 

It then developed that Shilling never 
had worked a day on the highways. 
Merritt explained that all he ever saw 
Shilling do was to run around in his 
—s automobile and take other persons 
riding. 

‘“‘ He took me to the office in his auto- 
mobile a number of times,’’ said Merritt. 

Mr. Whitman later may ask Supt. 
Sherwood to tell his version of this 
matter. The District Attorney produced 
a number of documents purporting to 
have been sent to Merritt by Sherwood. 
They were requests for estimates on 
road repairing jobs in Ulster County. 
Under the law every county in the State 
receives a certain amount of money tv 
be used for the maintenance of high- 
ways, and it was Merritt’s duty to make 
estimates for the repairs needed in 
Ulster County. 

At Supt. Sherwood's bidding, Merritt 
made estimates for a number of repair 
jobs in Ulster County. That was in 
1912. His estimates, he sald, were re- 
garded as ‘outside figures."" On one 
he testified, he made an estimate 
of $3 a cubie yard for resurfacing. On 
another road, he sald, he made an esti- 
mate of $3.75 a cubic yard. 

Merritt's estimates, it is said, went to 
the Bureau of Repairs in Albany. The 
repair jobs for which Merritt made 
estimates were parceled out without 
public bidding. 


Estimates Raised in Albany. 


“Did your figures remain in the 
awards of the contracts?’ asked Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman. 

Then came the surprise. The witness 
said the contracts were not let at the 
‘* figures "' he had given. The contract 
for the job, the estimated cost of which 
he had made $3 a cubic yard, had been 
let for $3.75 a yard. And the contract 
for the job for which he had made a 
high estimate of $3.75, he acknowledged, 
had been let at the rate of $6 a yard. 

“Who got the contract?’’ asked Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman, referring to 
the road on which the figures had peen 
changed from $3 to $3.75 a yard. 

‘Jacob Sontag,"’ replied the witness. 

“Did Sontag complete the road? ”’ 

‘Why, Sontag completed it, but every 
one believed that he was backed by 
John BE. Consalus of Albany." 

The District Attorney halted Merritt 
at this point. He told Chief Magistrate 
McAdoo that offenses against the penal 
law had _ been committed in Ulster 
County. He asked that the testimony 
be turned over to District Attorney 
Cunningham. 

It was learned later that the Dis- 
trict Attorney, in speaking of “‘ offenses 
against the penal law,"’ referred to the 
offenses of grand larceny and conspir- 
ay to loot the State treasury.

CHANCE TO ADJUST BOARDS. 


New Bills Will Give Firms Time to 
End Interlocking Directorates. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Provision for 
banks and corporations to adjust their 
methods before becoming subject to 
proposed new anti-trust legislation is 
made in tentative drafts of three bills 
prepared in behalf of President Wilson 
by Chairman Clayton and other mem- 
bers of the House Committee on the 
Judiciary. These bills will form the 
basis of the President's anti-trust pro- 


grainme. 

The bills prohibit interlocking Di- 
rectorates, connective banks, industrial 
corporations, and railroads, as well as 
price fixing, and apply the criminal sec- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law to 
violations. The bills will be supple- 
mentary rather than amendatory to the 
Sherman law, as President Wilson 1s 
opposed to changing the latter’s terms. 
Several features of the Sherman stat- 
ute, as to the application of which 
there is uncertainty, will be interpreted 


clearly in the proposed new legisiatiou.. | 


The time limit in whiich corporations 
and banks may adjust their interlocking 
Directorates will probably be two years. 

The understandiing is that the meas- 
ures will prohibit the setting of re-sale 
prices, that is, prices fixed by manufact-— 
urers at which their products might be 
sold. The Supreme Court held in the 
case of a proprietory medicine that fix- 
ing the re-sale price was illegal. 

From all that can be learned, the Ad- 
ministration and leaders in Congress are 
in no hurry to enact this legislation. 
Apparently they intend to consider 
measures leisurely, and the belief is 
current that all of them may not be 
pressed to passage at the present session 
of Congress.

AFTER BEEF TRUST AGAIN. 


Government Inquiring Into Alleged 
Control of Argentine Meat. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Acting in ace 
cordance with resolutions proposed in 
Congress and on complaints filed by 
independent packing companies, the De- 
partment of Justice has undertaken an 
inquiry to ascertain whether the Sher- 
man anti-trust law is being violated by 
the so-called beef trust in its importa- 
tion and sale of meats from the Argen- 
tine Republic. As a first step, the De- 
partment, through George C. Todd, 
assistant to the Attorney General, has 
called on the packing companies import- 
ing Argentine meats to disclose their 
arrangements for refrigerating space on 
steamships engaged in the meat-carry- 
ing trade between the Argentine and 
the United States. 

Charges have been made in Congress 
that American beef packers had built 
or acquired abbatoirs in the Argentine 
Republic with a view to controliing 
shipments of refrigerated beef to this 
country. A London dispatch printed in 
THE New YORK TIMES On July 1 told of 
an agitation in England due to a fear 
that American packers would control 
the Argentine meat trade and men- 
tioned talk of a Parliamentary inquiry. 
The charges laid before the Department 
of Justice are in substance that Amer- 
ican beef packers have contracted to 
control all the refrigerating space on 
ships plying between the Argentine and 
the United States. It is charged also 
that through such control, the packers 
will be able to prevent American con- 
sumers from obtaining advantage of 
the meat provision of the Under- 
wood tariff law.

WASHINGTON, ‘Jan. 9.—Can the in- 
come tax be paid by check or must the | 
taxpayers stand in line with their money | 
waiting their turn to pay it to tax col-| 
lectors? 

This question has been raised in sev- 
eral directions with the Commissioner of | 
Internal Revenue here, and was an- 
swered to-day when the matter was 
brought up by the correspondent of THE 
New York Times, who was informed 


that taxpayers could pay either by cash 
or certified checks, which latter must 
be drawn in favor of the Collector of | 
Internal Revenue on national or State | 
banks and trust companies located in the 
same city as the depositary with which 
the deposits are to be made, and collec- 
tors will also be allowed to accept such | 
‘out of town ’’ certified checks as can 
be cashed by them without cost to the 
Government.

TRANSVAAL STRIKE 
CALLS OUT MILITIA 


Government Takes Action to 
Avert Serious Railroad 
Disorders. 


LABOR LEADERS ARRESTED 


Trades Federation Threatens a Gen- 
eral Strike—Strikers Try to 
Blow Up Tralirs. 


JOHANNESBURG, Jan. 9.—There has 
been an astonishing change in the situa- 
tion since Thursday night, when the 
railway strike seemed to be a fiasco. 
The strike leaders, seeing that the move- 
ment had hung fire, appealed to the 
Johannesburg Trades Federation to-day, 
and the federation applied pressure in 
such a manner as to bring tnings to 
an immediate head. As a result the 
situation to-night is one of the utmost 
gravity. 

Dynamite is being used by the strikers 
in the territory adjacent to Johannes- 
burg. An effort was made to-day to 
blow up the Cape Mail between Denver 
and Jeorge Goch. Nobody on board the 
train was injured, but the front wheels 
of the pilot engine were blown off and 
the track serlously damaged. Another 
explosion occurred on the railway to- 
night between Johannesburg and Cleve- 
land. 

An unsuccessful attempt to blow up a 
train was made to-day between Wit- 
poortje and Liupaardsvlei, three sticks 
of dynamite with a detonator attached, 
having been discovered by a foreman 
track layer just before the arrival of a 
crowded passenger train from Zeerust. 
The dynamite had been fixed in such a 
way that its explosion was inevitable 
from the impact of a train. 

The Government is credited with an 
intention to fight the Trades Federation 
to a finish. It is reported that martial 
law will be proclaimed at Pretoria to- 
morrow.

He condemns the “ dance of foreign 
origin known as the tango” as being

The full text of the Archbishop’s 
admonition, which is published in La 
Semaine Religieuse, follows: 

“Several times in our congresses 
and by the organ of our diocesan com- 
mittee we have reminded the faithful 
to protest energetically against inde- 
cent fashions and dances. Abuses 
which still continue oblige us to in- 
sist once more on this grave duty. 
We remind the members of our flock 
that they must always observe in 
their dress the rules of Christian mod- 
esty, so often violated. We ask Chris- 
tian women to combine to abolish the 
wearing of certain forms of dress con- 
trary to decency. 

“We condemn the dance of foreign 
origin known as the tango, which by 
its lascivious nature offends morality.

American Delegates in London for 
a World Conference,

LONDON, Jan. 9.—It is a curious 
coincidence that, while the Church of 
England is divided over Kikuyu, dele- 
gates are arriving in London to take 
part In an international movement 
aiming at a world conference on faith 
and order.

The conference will 
comprise all questions concerning 
the faith and order of Churches, and 
will mean a mutual restudy of the 
mission questions involved in Church 
union, in the hope of ultimate results.

We 
want unity we can get—dy- 
namic rather than organic 
unity.’ 

To-night the American delegates, at 
the invitation of Sir Joseph Compton 
Rickett, met the leaders of the Free 
Churches at the ‘Matrepole Hotel. Sir 
Joseph, who was only to-day nom- 
inated as President of the Free Church 
Council, was in the chair, and Sir Al- 
bert Spicer, Sir Thomas Whittaker, 
Sir G. Croydon Marks, Dr. Clifford, 
the Rev. Morgan Gibbon, the Rev. J.

Sanitary Food Supervision for 
Preventing Disease Is Better 
_ Abroad, Says Health Council. 


IMMUNIZATION IS URGED 


Fall Epidemic In Manhattan Due to 
Bad Milk—Department Needs 
More Money. 


The Central Council of Public Health 
of the City of New York has prepared 
@ report on the typhoid fever epidemic 
in the Borough of Manhattan last Fall, 
which is made public in to-day’s issue 
of The New York Medical Journal. The 
report, which is an exhaustive one, 
shows that the recent outbreak of the 
disease had its origin in contaminated 
milk. This fact, in the opinion of Dr. 
Donald B. Armstrong and E. H. Lewin- 
ski-Corwin, Ph. D., who prepared the 
report, emphasizes the need for efficient 
pasteurization of all raw and certified 
milk. 

In order to impress upon the medical 
profession the fact that sanitary super- 
vision in this country does not begin to 
Safeguard the public against typnoid 
to the extent that it does in Europe, the 
Council has prepared this comparative 
table of the death rates in 1910:

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TAXICAB OWNERS APPEAL. 


Highest Court to Decide on City ~r- 
dinance Legality.

Dr. Carolyn Geisel Blames 
Women’s Schools for Keep- 
ing Many Men Single. 


MARRIAGE TOO EXPENSIVE 


Many Graduates Also Come Out 
Physical Wrecks, She Tells Race 
Betterment Conference. 


BATTLE CREEK, Mich., Jan. 9.— 
“ Bachelors often remain bachelors be- 


cause women are spendthrifts, and many health 


women are spendthrifts because wo- 
| men’s colleges fail almost completely tn 
| training their students for the problems 
jof life,” said Dr, Carolyn Gelsel of 
Shorter College, Rome, Ga., in an ad- 
|dress before the National Conference on 
Race Betterment to-day. 

‘““Women’'s schools are inefficient be- 
cause they fail to prepare women either 
for livelihood or motherhood,’’ she con- 
tinued. ‘‘Graduates come out of wo- 
men's schools physicial wrecks, with a 
valueless flood of useless information 
and a penchant for fashions, which 
leave them as nearly nude as the law 
will allow. The average bill of fare 
alone at girls’ schools is enough to 
drive the students to bonbons and rare- 
bits.” 





The Rev. Caroline Bartlett Crane of 
Kalamazoo spoke on the value of ‘*Com- 
munity Hygiene."" She explained many 
of the methods which she said had been 
found’ satisfactory in civic work 
throughout the country. 

The mental, physical, and moral ad- 
vancement of mankind was discussed 
from almost every angle by men and 
women famed in their respective fields 
of endeavor.

The issue came before the 
General Board on protests by N. Stege- 
mann, Jr., and Morgenstern & Co. of 
New York, who objected to the action 
of Collector Dudley Field Malone in 
assessing a ony of 2 per cent. ad 
valorem under the old tariff law as a 
medicinal preparation. 

The importations consisted of radio- 
active water and bandages impregnatea 
with a radio-active solution, and radio- 
active preparations for use in the treat- 
ment of cancer of the stomach, acute 
arthritis, and other maladies.

Counsel 
for the Government argued that the al- 
most infinitesimal quantity of pure 
radium in the preparations excluded 
exemption from duty, and relegated the 
commodity to classification at 25 per 
cent., as a medicinal preparation. 

Judge Brown, in his decision for the 
beard, reverses Collector Malone's tax, 
and holds that a broad construction 
should be given the provision for radi- 
um, He says: 

“When the Congress inserted in the 
act of 1900 the provision of the free 
list, using simply the word ‘radium,’ 
they must have meant to include more 
than the pure metal. According to the 
testimony in this case, radium does not 
occur in nature as the uncombined, 
and is not marketed for use as a med- 
icine in that form, but only in the 
form of its various salts, either dis- 
solved in water, as in thig case, or 
mixed with some solid container. To 
hold in these circumstances that Con- 
gress meant only to admit free the

the free list meaningless. 

“ Assuming that the salts of radium 
were intended to be allowed free entry, 
including the bromide, they plainly 
should not be excluded from the free 
list because dissolved in water.

He relates his ex-| 
periences in implanting in the throats 
of patients suffering from it a fungus} 
which multiplies rapidly and destroys} 
the germs responsible for the disease. 

The fungus is said to be harmless and | 
to do its work rapidly. It is called/ 
the achlya muscaris and is described | 
as a thallophytic fungus. The qualify- 
ing adjective is derived from two Greek 
words, thallos, a green twig, and phyton, 
plant. 

“Achlya muscaris,’’ says Dr. Ten 





Broeck, “ possesses the power of de- 
stroying bacilli diptheriae in culture 
and in the throat. 

“Throat inoculations of this fungus 
are usually self-limited and may re- 
quire some adjustment in the way of 
repeated inoculations or inoculation in 
epecial areas or under special condi- 
tions to embrace all conditions in the 
nose. 

“It has the power of inhibiting the 
growth of a number of tnroat pathogens, 


(virusus, micro-organisms, or other sub- 
stances causing disease,) and seems to 
influence favorably membranous angi- 
nas (sore throat from any cause) of 
various origin. 


No Dangers Discovered. 


“Its clinical use seems to be attended 


with no danger, but after treatment with 
mild antiseptics is recommended to re- 
move the fungus, 

“‘It is applicable in all stages of the 
disease and seems to give speediest re- 
sults in the earliest cases. 

“ There are grounds for believing that 
a throat in which this fungus is grow- 
ing is soon shorn of its danger of con- 
tagion even if the diphtheria bacilli are 
still harbored. 

“It is admirably adapted to the clin- 
ical requirements for reliable and ready 
use.”’ 

When the fungus is sown on normal 
throats, after a few hours patients com- 
plain of a scratchy feeling. Later, as it 
develops, it can be seen “ resembling a 
membrane as hoar frost resembles a 
snow fall.” 

“If this fungus possess strong bac- 
tericidal properties,”’ says Dr. Ten 
Proeck, “it ought to prove itself cura- 
tive unaided by other means. Antici- 
pating the clinical tables it may be 
said that the fungus seems to remove 
membranous anginas of various origin. 
Given a case of membranous angina not 
seriously sick enough to demand im- 
mediate antitoxin it is apparent that 
the fungus can be inoculated and be 
doing its work many hours before the 
diagnosis has become established. When 
there was at the same time a clinical 
improvement that one by practice can 
detect, we felt justified in the face of 
a favorable outlook to let the case pro- 
gress without other treatment. These 
cases form the most striking demon- 
stration of the action of this fungus.” 

Here are some of the physician’s com- 
ments on cases treated: 

“A.—Twenty-five cases of simple fol- 
licular tonsilitis: Here a reaction occurs 
similar to or more marked than in nor- 
mal throats. There is a rapid dis- 
appearance of the membrane without 
any loosening of the same in mass, a 
clinical characteristic that aids in dis- 
tinguishing the non-diphtheritic exu- 
date. 

“The treatment was adopted in sus- 
picious throats and in others to test 
out the effect of the fungus under 
pathological conditions. 


Case Il.—M. W. clinical diagnosis: Folll- 
cular tonsillitis; bacteriological examination 
not made. No improvement after forty-three 
hours’ local treatment. Antiseatics removed 
by copious gargling, and throat inoculated 
in evening. Throat clear in morning. In the 
extreme types of diphtheritic cases one occa- 
sionally notices a persisting easily detachable 
exudate and slimy condition of the throat. 
— rapidly clears up under antiseptic treat- 
ment. 


“ B.—Seven cases with mild diphther- 


itic tonsillitis: Five of these cases have 
been treated without anti-toxin, their 
progress having been sufficiently satis- 
ery without to warrant letting them 
alone, 

“The procedure is not at this time rec- 
ommended, but was adopted to demon- 
Strate the efficient bactericidal proper- 
tles of this fungus when unaided by 
other means, 


Case III.—A,. Z, Child, 6 years. 
theritic tonsillitis, diagnosis confirmed 
culture. In twenty-nine hours a _ well-de- 
veloped fungus growth with a pecullar fi- 
brillation and loosening of the membrane was 
taken as evidence of success in membrane 
destruction, This, coupled with the fear of 
the antitoxin needle, led to the discarding of 
further measures. In forty-elght hours there 
was no positive culture, nor any time after- 
ward. Recovery rapid and uneventful. 


‘“‘ Fourteen cases of somewhat severe 
throat involvement, with mild _ consti- 
tutional symptoms. Eleven of these 
cases were treated without anti-toxin, 
one being a frank case of diphtheria, 
two showing typical forms in culture, 
the rest giving negative cultures. The 
three additional cases each received 1,000 
units. 


Case IV.—F. C. Severe involvement of 
tonsil and uvula, B. diphtheriae promptly 
disappeared, then reappeared in nearly pure 
culture and was again not found and perma- 
nently disappeared on the fourth day. On 
the third day the membrane was _ stripped 
from the uvula like a finger cot. No recur- 
rence. No antitoxin. 

Case V.—G. D. Clinical diagnosis diphthe- 
ria. Atypical forms in culture, Much 
edema, Atypical forms disappeared in forty- 
eight hours, showing only staphylococci, No 
antitoxin. 

Case VI.—W. F. Clinical diagnosis diph- 
theria. Atypical forms in culture disappear- 
ing in forty-eight hours. No antitoxin. 
Rapid healing of throat. 


“Fourteen cases of malignant-looking 
throats and severe prostration. Nine 
cases were diphtheritic, one complicated 
with scarlatina. Two of the diphtheritic 
casds were treated without antitoxin, 
the remaining diphtheritic cases receiv- 
ing appropriate doses. 

Case VII.—Wo Extreme edema and much 
prostration, Cultures nearly pure diphtheria 
bacillus, especially on second day. B. diph- 
theriae absent on and after third day. Throat 
nearly normal] on the seventh day. No anti- 
toxin, 

Case VIIL—B. R. Characterized by extreme 
edema and severe prostration. b. diph- 
theriae present on first and second day, sub- 
sequently absent. Recovery rapid and un- 
eventful. No antitoxin.

NO MORE ARMY PRESS AGENTS. 

While there is no evidence that any 
“press agent ” employed by army offi- 
cers has been engaged in the deplor- 
able work of “ creating sentiment” in 
favor of intervention in Mexico, it is 
nevertheless gratifying to know that 
Secretary GARRISON has taken steps to 
prevent the employment of hired pub- 
licity agents by army men hereafter 
for any purpose whatever. Doubtless 
the modern press agent has his uses. 
He seems to be able to establish prof- 
itable connections in politics, finance, 
trade, literature, and the arts. He 
works, if rumor is to be credited, for 
Kings and Prime Ministers as well as 
for tradesmen and showmen.

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BRITISH PAINTERS’ 
PORTRAITS ON VIEW 


Works of Gainsborough, Rom- 


ney, Reynolds, and Others Ex- 
hibited for Artists’ Fund 


Paintings from Collections of Henry 
C. Frick, H. E. Huntington, E. T. 
Stotesbury, and George J. Gould. 


The important pictures by British 
painters which recently have found 
their way into American collections are 
to be counted by the score. Duveen 
Brothers are showing a selection from 
those sold by their firm during the last 
three years in their own galleries in ald 
of the Artists’ Fund and Artists’ Ald 
Societies. The pictures chosen are por- 
traits by Gainsborough, Romney, Rey- 
nolds, Raeburn, Hoppner and Lawrence, 
and comprise examples of the highest 
quality in that school. The catalogue 
holds a surprise for the general public. 
Save in a very few instances the names 
of the owners are printed, and those 
who have watched the rather childish 
game of hide-and-seek that has gone on 
whenever a great picture has passed 
into American possession will be glad of 
this indication of a changing attitude of 
mind. A dignified and simple accept- 
ance of the interest taken by the public 
in connecting a collector’s name with 
the pictures he acquires would seem to 
be the most natural course for Ameri- 
can connoisseurs of the rank of those 
now represented. 

Mr. Frick’s beautiful portrait of the 
Honorable Anne Duncombe, (who, ac- 
cording to Mr. Roberts, should be Mrs. 
Bowater), leads the list, a Gainsborough

The 
painting on the filmy skirts ot the lady 
balances, however, the delicate severity 
of her features and the formal grace of 
her attitude. The painter’s brush danced 
lightly enough over the draperies of 
this Penelope Pitt, but one sees that it 
paused respectfully and slackened its 
pace when it came to the fine head, and 
one notes also how certainly the de- 
tails of the composition are harmonized 
with the type; the firm drawing in the 
little statuette contrasts significantly 
with the casual blur of the statue in 
Mr. Frick’s picture. The ornaments on 
the pedestal, also, are carefully wrought, 
and throughout there is a certain firm- 
ness and finish that is in correspond- 
ence with the general conception of the 
type. 

In the portrait of the Viscount the 
horse is almost the picture, with its 
quaintly drawn muscular neck and ani- 
mated eyes looking directly out of the 
canvas, while the gaze of its master 
wanders dreamily. Slight as the land- 
scape is in these pictures it is easy to 
recognize in it Gainsborough’s compe- 
tent study of his material. The feet of 
the men and women are solidly on the 
ground, which offers an adequate sup- 
port. His skies dome and his trees 
spring from their roots with a vital 
growth, despite the artificial arabesque 
of their foliage. This is true even in 
the case of the Lady Petre, where the 
elaborately dressed figure dominates the 
landscape background to an unusual de- 
gree. he one man’s portrait by Gains- 
borough belongs to George Gould and is 
of Charles Frederick Abel, a musician, 
and the painter’s friend who pulled him 
back to his interest in music when his 
attention wandered from it, and who 
very well may have held him up to a 
higher standard of execution in his 
own art by his thorough German spirit. 
The portrait is as fine as anything in 
the exhibition, the intelligent eyes of 
the sitter, his easy attitude at a writing 
table, his quietly quizzical smile, and 
his admirable dog at his feet, lending 
themselves to an informal impression, 
a sense of intimacy, that one fails to 
gain from the more decorative ladies so 
charmingly and competently on parade. 

Mr. Huntington's two full-length por- 
traits by Reynolds date from a good 
period, and again the attention is held 
chiefly by color in the portrait of the 
Countess of Harrington. There is not 
perhaps another instance of a_ pink 
gown of this particular and enchanting 
rose muffled with tender gravs where 
Sir Joshua’s color has plaved so fair 
with him. The lady's childish head, 
somewhat awkwardly set on slim 
voung neck, and her dimpled child's 
hand, are charming enough, but the pink 
and gray of the composition are the

It belongs to the year 1779, and to this 
vear also is given the portrait of Lady 
Fleming, the mother of Jane, who is 
shown against a dark woodland land- 
scape, seated on a bank, her left arm 
resting on an overturned vase, from 
which a stream of water is flowing. 
With her right hand she pulls her 
voluminous draperies out of the way of 
the downpour. Nothing could be more 
characteristic than the introduction in 
a portrait of this grave general effect 
of an incident so obviously invented, 
so elaborately humorous. and withal so 
attractive in its contribution to the 
competition Mr. Frick'’s “Lady Eliza- 
beth Taylor’ is not dated, but seems to 
belong to an earlier period, from the 
grayish tones of the hands and arms. 
The earliest of the Sir Joshuas, how- 
ever, is the “Lady Sarah Bunbury” 
sacrificing to the Graces, from whose 
pedestal depends a lovely strand of 
flowers Boucher might have painted 
them. Then we have “Mrs. Otway and 
Child,” with rich laces, quilted satins 
and modish jewels in place of classic 
draperies, and also with the expression 
of detachment in both mother and child 
that speaks so eloquently of the paint- 
er’s own detachment from simple human 
sentiment. <A splendid little collection 
of typical examples, opening to us the 
whole book of the man’s nature, and 
giving us, too, an essentially true notion 
of the artistic ideals of the age in which 
he lived 

The Romneys show this artist in a 
mood less feverish and impassioned than 
that in which he was accustomed to 
His art knew 
distinct phases, one in which he 
displayed his warmth of temperament 
and his susceptibility to external) 
charms, another in which he let himself 
be interested simply as a painter and 
exercised his craft with a vigorous and 
normal jov in his power over his tools. 
Mr. Frick’s ‘‘ Lady Milnes” shows him 
in his most restrained mood. This very 
august personage who moves so com- 
mandingly across the scene is drawn 
with an understanding of anatomy not 
equal certainly to that of the well- 
trained Frenchman, but the great Sir 
Joshua might have envied it. The dark 
plum-colored dress is well filled by the 
round form, the arm swings easily from 
the shoulder, the figure is well balanced 
in its forward movement. 

The other large Romney, the two 
daughters of the Duke of Marlborough, 
with harp and sketching materials, be- 
longing to Mr. Huntington, is not less 
reassuring as to the human construction 
of the fair sitters, and the little “‘ Mas- 
ter Duy,’’ belonging to Mr. Stotesbury, 
Is a capital bit of figure drawing, the 
boy’s fine little head and stout legs 
having the strength of British boyhood 
their modeling.

BARNES PLANS CONVENTION 


To Name Candidate for Governor by 
Old Method “Informally.” 


Although the new direct primary law 
will be in operation when the primaries 
are held next Fall, it became known 
yesterday that William Barnes, Chair- 
man of the Republican State Commit- 
tee, is planning to hold an “ informal ” 
State Convention at which he hopes to 
select a Republican Gubernatorial candi- 
date. If the convention selects a candi- 
date all other would-be Republican can- 
didates will be asked to accept the de- 
cision of the convention and refuse to 
allow their names to appear on the pri- 
mary ballot. 

The plan is expected to stir up con- 
siderable opposition, but the Barnes ele- 
ment in the State Committee ts sald to 
be in favor of it, and hopes to convince 
the various aspirants for the Repub- 
lican nomination that it is the best 
method to be followed. Of course the 
candidate selected at the ‘informal ° 
convention would have to have his name 
appear on the primary ballot for ratifi- 
cation by the voters. .Yhen Chairman 
Barnes was asked about the matter yes- 
terday he said: 

“IT am not trying to do anything 
except to perform my functions as 
Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, which are to try and keep the 
Republican Party united, and, if pos- 
sible, victorlous.’’ 

Francis W. Bird, County Chairman of 
the Progressive Party, was asked yes- 
terday if the Progressives and Repub- 
licans intended to amalgamate this Fall. 
He said: 

“The Republican Party to-day is not 
worth combining with. It has no intelli- 
gent leadership, no strong convictions, 
nothing but disastrous timidity.” 


PROGRESSIVES STANDALONE 


lowa Bull Moosers Told Republicans 
Cannot Reform Party. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, Jan. 9.—Repub- 
j licans who are at, heart imbued with 
progressive principles will nevertheless 
fail to instill progressivism into the 
Republican Party, asserted William E 
Cadmus, national organizer of the new 
party at the State conference of the 
Progressives to-day. He likened Sen- 
ators Cummins and Borah. and ex-Gov. 
Hadley of Missouri to Gamaliel, who 
would not forsake the Hebrew faith at 
the behest of his pupil Paul, to Eras- 
mus, who would not follow Luther, and 
to Webster and Clay. 

“Neither of the old parties, not 
even their best leaders, understand the 
real significance of the Progressive 
movement,” said Mr. Cadmus. ‘‘ Some 
benighted ones think it is a movement 
born out of the colossal ambition of an 
arrogant and disappointed man. The 
Progressive believes in six fundamentals 
of popular government—the primary, 
the initiative, the referendum, the re- 
call, equal suffrage, and control of the 
courts with their decisions. No other 
great party unitedly supports this pro- 

ramme of complete control of the 

overnment by the people.”

$396,354 PAID TO INJURED. 


6,894 Claims Settled Under Wiscen- 
sin Workmen’s Compensation Law. 


MADISON, Wis., Jan. 9.—In the two 
years since the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion law went into effect employers of 
the State have paid as indemnity to In- 
jured workmen and their dependents 
the sum of $396,354.73. 

This announcement was made to-day 
ty the State Industrial Commission, 
which has just completed the compila- 
tion of the statistics. The amount does 


not include the amount paid under the 
medical reiief provision of the law, 
which, it is estimated, would equal 50 
per cent. of the amount paid as indem- 
nity. 

There had been settled up to Jan. 1, 
1914, a total of 6,894 claims.

DEATH OF F. L. HOSMER. 


Retired Auditor of The’ Times Was 
In Its Service for Forty Years. 


Fiel4 Linn Hosmer, one of the oldest 
members of the staff of THmE New YorK 
Times, died on Thursday night at Stam- 
ford, Conn., of apoplexy. 

Mr. Hosmer, who was known to his 
intimates as ‘“‘the General,”” because of 
his long connection with National Guard 
news, was born in Beaver Dam, Wizs., 
Dec. 20, 1846. He entered the service 
of Tap New YorK Times on Oct. @, 
1873, as a reporter, but soon demon- 
strated an adaptability for detail work, 
and was drafted from the general staff 
to act as secretary to John C. Reid, 
then managing editor of Tum Timms, 
also taking charge of the index and obit- 
uary departments.

PROF. SAMUEL A.BINION DIES

“Ancient Egypt” and 
Other Works, and Translator. 


Prof. Samuel Augustus Binion, au- 
thor, traveler and translator, died sud- 
denly of heart disease on Thursday 
night at his home, 51 Charles Street. 
He was born at Suwalki, Poland, in 
18538. Prof. Binion worked until late 
Thursday afternoon to complete the 
manuscript of his last book, “A Dic- 
tionary of Personal Proper Names and 
Their Dertvation.”” He was stricken 
soon after he reached his home and 
died three hours later. Prof. Binion 
was well known to the reading public 
for his translation from the Polish of 
“Quo Vadis” and ‘Fire and Sword.” 

Prof. Binion was educated at the Uni- 
versities of Breslau, Padua and at 
King’s College, London, and was later 
superintendent of schools in Seville, 
Spain. After his arrival in America 
he studied at Baltimore, where he was 
in cataloging the works on 
seum. He was subsequently attached 
as a post graduate for several years to 
the Johns Hopkins University. In 1895 
he made a visit to San Francisco, 
and exposed the forgery of a manu- 
script reputed to have been written by 
Maimonides, a twelfth-century Jewish 
theologian and commentator, which 
Mayor Sutro had innocently purchased 
at an immense sum, it was said, with 
the intention of donating it to the city. 

Prof. Binion was a prolific writer. 
In 1899 he published a colossal book, 
“Ancient Egypt,’’ to which he had de- 
voted years of work. He was the du- 


thor of “The Baballah, ‘‘Phyllanthog- 
raphy,’ and was a contributor to the 
Century Dictionary, the Century Enoy- 
clopaedia of Names, the Encyclopaedia 
Americana, and works on Jewish his- 
tory. There are no direct descendants 
of Prof. Binion in this country. Mrs. 
wife of Chief Rabbi Hertz of 
England, is a grandniece.

Pittsburgh Federal Club Throws 
| Out Net for Brooklyn 
First Baseman. 


NOW UNDER A CONTRACT 


President of Federal League Says 
He WIll Not Allow Any Player Un- 
der Contract to Sign with His Clubs. 


Federal League rumors, which break 
out daily in connection with some prom- 
dnent player of the National or American 
Qeague, centred yesterday around the 
mame of Jake Daubert, leading batter 
and best first baseman of the National 
League and recent choice of a news- 
papermen’s jury as the most valuable 
player in the organization. The rumor 
was that Daubert was seriously consider- 
fing a jump to the Federal League to 
act as manager and first baseman of the 
Pittsburgh Club, the deal to be closed 
to-morrow or Monday at a conference in 
Brooklyn between Daubert and Presi- 
@ent John B. Barbour of the Pittsburgh 
Federals. A three-year contract calling 
for $80,000, part of this sum to be de- 
Hivered in cash when the contract is 
eigned, was an interesting feature of the | 
proposed jump. 

Daubert is working under a three-year | 
contract with the Brooklyn Club, call- 
ing for his services during 1913-14-15. 
The Federal League has been steering 
clear of players under contract to major 
league clubs, devoting their attention 
Only to players under reserve. Ata re-| 
cent dinner tendered by the Brooklyn 
Club officials to Manager Robinson and 
Daubert the latter was presented with a | 
check, said to be for $1,000, for his all 
@round services. Daubert was quoted 
yesterday as saying that ‘‘he could 
hardly be expected to turn down an 
offer embodying a small fortune for 
three years’ work.” 

From Chicago last night came a state- 
ment by President James A. Gilmore of 
the Federals which should put a quietus 
on the Daubert story. 

“JT will not permit any club in the 
Federal League to sign Jake Daubert,” 
gaid the Federal executive. “He is 
under contract with a major league 
club, and the Federal League will not 
take any signed players. We recognize 
the validity of the major league con- 
tract, but not the reserve clause. If 
Daubert was held under reserve only 
it would be different. But he is signed 
and no Federal League club would be 
allowed to use him.’’ 

President Barbour announced last 
night that he would set all these rumors 
at rest by naming the Pittsburgh 
manager to-day. He declared that he 
had made no offers to any players, but 
had asked several to name their terms. 
Ag the announced Daubert-Barbour con- 
ference was to be held to-morrow or 
Sunday, the statement that the manager 

ill be named to-day seems to leave 
ake out of it. The denial of any offer 
also spikes the story of a $30,000 offer 
to Daubert. 3 
“Vice President Edward J. McKeever 
of the Brooklyn club, who is conduct- 
dng the club affairs during the absence 
of President Ebbets, said yesterday 
that the report was absolutely false. 

“T know that Daubert is perfectly 
gatisfied with his Brooklyn contract 
nd his treatment by the club officials, 
r. McKeever said. ‘“* He has assured me 
as much, and he is coming to the office 
to-morrow. I was with him during the 
recent conference in Cincinnati, and 
came back home with him. I know 
ust how Jake stands, and I know 
hat he will be with Brooklyn next 
season. If from no other reason than 
the fact that he has signed to play 
with us for the next two years, I know 
that Daubert will stick. He is a man 

of his word.” 7

President 
Watson stated that the associations 
abroad could not do too much for the 
members of the United States Associa- 
tion. A few years ago, he pointed out, 
relations between American and foreign 
golfers were slightly strained, here 
were certain privileges which American 
golfers wanted from foreign associa~ 
tions, and Mr. Watson stated that he 
took the matter up personally, and dur- 
ing the past three years he said that 
he had occasion to write about 500 let- 
ters abroad for American golfing inter- 
ests, and each and every ftavor asked 
had been granted. He praised the golf- 
ing interests in France, England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland for their courteous 
treatment of the United States Golf As-

In his address President Watson took 
occasion to praise Francis Ouimet, the 
winner of the open championship, and 
also Jerome Travers, the amateur cham- 
pionship winner. When these hames 
were mentioned the eighty or more dele- 
gates broke out in viguivus applause. 

The real hit of President 
speech, however, was _ J 
praise for the winner of the women’s 
amateur championship, Miss Gladys 
Ravenscroft of England, and alsp Miss 
Muriel Dodd. He said that their playing 
was a revelation, and that their visit 
had done more for women's golf in 
America than anything that had ever 
taken place in the association. Mr. Wat- 
son stated that he lost a number of bets 
on account of their excellent playing, 
and said very frankly that these two 
English girls could take on any member 
of the association present as an op- 
ponent and win an 18-hole match, and 
he was willing to bet on it.

4zast year the limit was 6, 
and those who had this handicap were 
easily eliminated in the early rounds, 
President Watson stated that the fields 
in the blue ribbon event would become 
so unwieldy if the number of contest- 
ants was not restricted that it would 
be impossible to hold the event under 
practical circumstances. President Wat- 
son believed that it was a detriment to 
good players to be paired with men 
who have no chance to qualify. At the 
conclusiomw of his address President 
Watson expressed the thanks of him- 
self and the officers for the confidence 
shown by the association in re-electing 
them for another term. 

The vote for the amateur champion- 
ship was Ekwanok 43, Mayfield 7 and 
Detroit 3. The vote was finally made 
unanimous. An invitation was read 
from the San Francisco Convention 
League inviting the association to hold 
its annual meeting in 1915 in that 
city. The matter was referred to the 
executive committee. 

The reports of the various committees 
were read and accepted. That of the 
executive committee showed the mem- 
bership of the association to comprise 
358 clubs, of which 80 were active and 
278 allied, a total gain of 23 clubs for 
the year, as against a gain of only 12 
clubs in 1912.

Columbia University swimmers were 
vanquished last night in the pool of the 
College of the City of New York in their 
annual dual series of six events by a 
score of 85 points to 18. The natatorium 
was crowded with friends of both teams. 
Coming into the concluding event the 
home aggregation had the meet won 
with a score of 27 points, but this did 
not prevent their entrants in the cent- 
ury from racing one-two in that event. 

One new record was established, when

Amateurs and Professionals 
Discuss New Style for 
Championship. 
re 


Amateur and professional billiard ex- 
perts are manifesting interest in the 14.1 
balk-line tournament scheduled to begin 
April 18. For more than two years Dr. 
L. L. Mial has advocated the adoption 
of the 14.1 lines for amateur tourna- 
ments. Now .the veteran professionals, 
Maurice Daly and George F. Slosson, 
favor the proposed innovation, which 


will establish a new standard champion- 
ship. 

William F,. Hoppe is enthusiastic over 
the 141 game, which he says is sure to 
be exacting excepting in the unrestricted 
space. The enlarged anchor lines will, 
he says, check nursing along the end 
rails. George Moore, who has been 
practicing with Hoppe, remarked: “ He 
thinks it a hard game, does he? Well, 
it seems to me he goes right along at it 
just as he does at 18.2.” 

Albert G. Cutler, who is practicing to 
play Koji Yamada at Doyleis the week 
of Jan. 12 in the first public exhibition 
at the game says: “It is tougher than 
i814 He and Yamada will play 1,500 
pointg in five days, 200 each afternoon 
and 300 at night. The work of those 
experts in that contest will be a prelimi- 
nary demonstration of the difficulties 
and possibilities of the game. The ef- 
fect of the seven-inch-square anchor 
spaces will be closely studied by crit- 
ical devotees of billiards, of whom there 
is a legion, which represents every de- 
gree of billiard knowledge, elementary, 
theoretical, practical, and artistic. 

During the last two weeks of 1913 
Maurice Daly, who delights in discuss- 
ing and demonstrating biliiard prob- 
lems, was kept busy answering ques- 
tions about 14.1 asked by what he terms 
“ billiard bugs.”’ 

Hs has experimented with it, and 
found \ in it to interest himself 

“Tt will,’ he says, “‘ be 
a faster game than 18.1, and may be 
faster than 18.2 when players become 
used to it. Runs of 200 or more will 
occasionally ba made at it, but I do not 
expect runs of 100 to be of frequent Oc- 
currence, For tournament games 400 
points ought to be about right. My own 
opinion is that challenge matches ought 
to be 500 points. That question, how- 
ever, should be decided efter the expe- 
rience of the tournament, which will 
provide a basis for judgment. 

“Challe.ge matches ought to be 
played in thirty-five or forty days after 
the issuance of a challenge. Sixty days 
is too long between matches. Holders 
of the championship can, if allowed that 
period, practically make the whole bill- 
iard season inactive, only three or four 
matches being possible. Because sixty 
days in which a title may be held with- 
out defense is a tradition of billiards is 
no reason why a change should not be 
made. This is a progressive age. Con- 
ditions which prevailed fifty or even 
twenty-five years ago are being 
proved upon or ignored. Even the cli- 
mate is changing. Here we are in a new 
year, and there has been no billiard 
weather this Fall and Winter. Natur- 
ally, outdoor spurts have been given 
preference over indoor recreations. 

‘““What is needed in billiards generally 
is more matches. Activity in any line 
of sport creates and sustains interest. 
Years ago, when billiards was booming, 
there were numerous matches. In look- 
ing over some records I noted one sea- 
son in which there were twenty-eight 
or twenty-nine matches and three or 
four tournaments. Now there are few 
matches or tournaments, and _ profes- 
sional talent is being exploited in ex- 
hibitions, which do not develop public 
interest as contests for prizes do.” 

George F. Slosson has not hit a ball 
at the 14.1 game, nevertheless, he has 
an opinion about it, which is: “I judge 
it from my experience at 14.2, 18.2, and 
18.1, and believe it will be a highly in- 
teresting style of playing. The large 
anchor spaces, seven inches square, will 
make play at ends of the table more 
difficult, but that difficulty will be more 
than offset by the possibilities of nurs- 
ing along the lines. It 1s much easier 
to control a ball when driving it four- 
teen inches and back than when send- 
ing it eighteen inches and back. There 
is a difference of eight inches, which 
should favor a nurser. Sutton ought to 
be able to run the balls nearly if not 
fully the length of the table. ut that 
is the kind of playing the public seems 
to like most. Hoppe’s general execu- 
tion is admirable and enthusing, but 
does not appeal to spectators as nurs- 
ing does. During every match or tour- 
nament it is impressively noticeable that 
whenever there is a period of delicate 
manipulation there is a continuous rip- 
ple of laughter and applause. One new 
departure in connection with the pros- 
pective 14.1 championship that I will 
urge is that the holder of it shall be 
compelled to defend it in thirty days 
after having been challenged. In the 
billiard season every professional ought 
to be ready to play a match on thirty 
days’ notice. In — ogtaten, the time 
in which the championship trophy shall 
be held is one year, with July, August 
or September as months in which it need 
not be defended. Present custom and 
rules make June, July and August ex- 
empt months. My experience and my 
books show that June is a good billiard 
month and September a poor one.” 


The Billlards Control Club of London 
has named dates for the English cham- 
pionship. There are three challengers 
for the title, now held by Melbourne In- 
man. They will compete in qualifying 
games of 9,000 points. The championship 
event will be 18,000 points. Instead of 
each of the challengers playing a round 
robin, in which a tie would be possible, 
only two games will be played. The 
council of the Billiards ontrol Club, 
according to English cugtom, settled the 
question of qualifying competitions by 
lot. In the drawing, George Gray of 
Australia and Thomas Reece were paired 
for the first game, and H. W. Stevenson 
drew a “ bye,’’ which was the equiva- 
lent of a victory. Consequently, who 
will oppose Inman for the championship

UTILITIES BOARDS 


President Humphreys Says They 
Are as Much in Need of Reg- 
ulation as Corporations. 


TRAINING 


Competent Engineers Should Be 
Made Voting Members of the Com- 
missions, Stevens Alumni Hear.

Public utilities commissions, as a gen- 
eral rule, are as much in need of reg- 
ulation as the public utilities, accord- 
ing to Alexander C. Humphreys, Presi- 
dent of Stevens Institute, who opened a 
technical conference of Stevens alumni 
and students yesterday in the assembly 
Hoboken. The 
control and regulation of public utilities 
was discussed also by representatives of 
public service corporations and public 
service commissions. All the speakers 
agreed that the personnel of most pub- 
lic utilitles commissions could be im- 
proved greatly by the addition of engi- 
neers. 

‘We are met to discuss, I hope frank- 
ly, and without prejudice the relation 
of public utilities to the communities in 
which they operate,’ said President 
Humphreys. “In trying to advise 
clients in a state of long experience, in 
commission control, I have been forced 
to admit that I had been utterly un 
able to discover that the commission 
had ever established any definite policy 
ag to the right to apply earnings to ex- 
tensions and improvements, or, on the 
other hand, as to the authorizing of ad- 
ditional capital to cover these exten- 
sions and improvements. The corpor- 
ations were left to flounder in 4 sea of 
uncertainty. In passing it may be noted 
that this condition, where the honest 
and capable manager Is unable to deter- 
mine, even with the ald of the best legal 
advice, what he should do and what he 
should not do to comply with the law 
and commission requirements, is by no 
meats confined to one State. This 
condition is also found wherevey the 
Federai Government is in control. 

‘“‘T am in favor of a proper measure 
of control and regulations, so much as 
will insure to the public efficient and 
economical services and respectful at- 
tention to legitimate complaints and de- 


|mands, together with a just and dis- 


criminating control over return and in- 
vestment. Certainly the public utilities 
should not be held to any cast-iron rule 
as to ‘fair return,’ when what would be 
a fair return in one case would be 
wholly inadequate in another. Nor 
should the public utilities, when as @ 
last resort they appeal for protection to 
the United States Supreme Court, find 
that the protection there accorded to 
them is only that of relief from actual 
confiscation - 

‘*Going back to the year 1885, when 
the first Gas Commission was appointed 
in Massachusetts, I maintain that the 
facts show that some of these commis- 
sions are quite as much in need of reg- 
ulation as are the public utilities. In a 
country like ours we cannot blind our 
eyes to the facts as to how appoint- 
ments to any such offices too often are 
obtained. They are part of the spoils 
of party victory and control. Too often 
the men appointed are not qualified to 
exercise the great power placed in their 
hands, 

‘T hold that on every one 
commissions the engineering protean 
should be adequately represented in the 
persons of men educated in the science 
of engineering and later trained in the 
hard school of experience. These men 
should be voting commissioners. I by 
no means maintain that because a man 
is an engineer he is thus necessarily 
qualified for membership on such a 
board, any more than he is qualified to 
be a Judge because he happens to be a 
lawyer. Whatever his protession be, a 
’ broadly trained 
and should have had experience in the 
exercise of administrative functions.”

“While we think that the problems of 
a commission might be solved by engi- 
neers, we have got to get the engineers,’’ 
said Mr. Sague. ‘‘ A Commissioner is 
obliged to tie himself up to the word 
* reasonable.’ Otherwise he _ will be 
turned down by the courts. Still they 
manage to do something unreasonable on 
the side,’ added Mr. Sague, and there 
was much laughter. : 

‘“‘The progress in the installation of 
steel cars is sufficient without legisla- 
tion,” he asserted. ‘* Often the installa- 
tion of steel cars means safety in one 
direction and danger in another. There 
are other things as necessary. In this 
respect the New Haven Rallroad has 
been too severely criticised. I think it 
would be a calamity to the people of 
New Englanad if the New Haven Road 
was forced to provide all steel cars, be- 
cause in certain sections wooden cars 
are just as good if not better.”

pensation, 

The plan of the college was projected 
at the meeting of the Congress of Sur- 
geons of North America held in this 
city in November, 1912. A committee 
was appointed to call an organization 
meeting, which was held in Washing- 
ton on May 5, 1913. 

Che first convocation of the organized 
college was called in Chicago on Nov. 
18, 1913, in conjunction with the meet- 
ing of the Congress of Surgeons. The 
next convocation will meet in Phila- 
ee in June, 1914, and the third in 
Baltimore in the November following. 
At each of these convocations the names 
of 500 Fellows not yet ratified will be 
announced, It was explained by Dr. 
Murphy yesterday that the Regents 
had not had time to go over more than 
2,000 applications for Fellowships re- 
ceived so far, and that action on the last 
thousand or more had been deferred 
until the Philadelphia and Baltimore 
convocations. 

Fellows of the college will wear 
academic caps and gowns at all convo- 
cations and formal gatherings. The 
gown consists of a body of navy blue 
mohair with a scarlet facing five inches 
wide extending around the neck and 
down each side of the front. The cap 
is also mohair with a scarlet tassel.

Necessity for Holding Southern 
R. R. Shares No Longer Exists. 


The voting trust for Southern Rail- 
way Company shares will be terminated 
soon by the voluntary action of the 
voting trustees on the ground that the 
necessity for trusteeing the stock no 
longer exists. J. P. Morgan, Charles 
Lanier, and George F. Baker are the 
voting trustees. 

In the plan of reorganiztion of the 
Southern Railway it was provided that 
both the common and preferred stock 
should be deposited in a voting trust 
until the company should have paid in 
one year 5 per cent. on the preferred 
stock. That rate was paid In 1902, but a 
majority of the holders of each class 
of stock voted to extend the trust until 


Oct. 15, 1907. Conditions were so unfav- 
orable at that time that the stock- 
holders did not take the necessary ac- 
tion to dissolve the trust, and it has 
since remained in force, although the 
company is now again paying 5 per 
cent. on the preferred stock.

CONSULAR TRADE NOTES. 


According to recently published statistics, 
the total sales of tobacco in all its froms 
by the French Regie in 1912 amounted to 
91,529,166 pounds, which yielded a revenue 
equal to $103,304,704. Of these gross re- 
ceipts $78,614,848, or 76 per cent., are said 
to have been net profits. 

The Civil and Military Gazete of Lahore, 
India, says that the Post Office Department 
of the Indian Government, having found the 
employment of motor traction for the convey- 
ance of mails a great success in Rangoon, 
Burma, is considering seriously the intro- 
duction of motors in Calcutta, Bombay, and 
Madras to replace the enormous number of 
horse vehicles at present used in those 
towns.

DRY GOODS OUTLOOK. 


Retall Business Satisfactory— 
Heavy Lace Season Ahead. 


Spexial to The New York Times, 

CHICAGO, Ill., Jan, 9.—Marshall Field 
& Co., in their weekly review of the dry 
goods trade, say: 

“The consensus of opinion of early 
buyers in the market is that retail busi- 
ness throughout the country is in a sat- 
isfactory condition. Very few are over- 
stocked except perhaps on a few items 
of coid weather merchandise. Stocks are 
generally in good condition and buyers 
are filling in nicely, as is noted through 
the fact that mail orders are in excess 
of the same period a year ago. 

“Collections are better than for the 
corresponding week a year ago. 

‘Our traveling men are going into 
their territories as fast as possible, and 


it is noted that with a fewer number of 
men as yet on their territory the vol- 
ume of business is practically the same 
as that of a year ago. 

“The outlook for a heavy lace season 
has not been better in several years and 
indications from the orders received 
since the first of January indicate the 
lace business will be unusually large. 
Soft, shadowy effects are in great favor 
for trimmings, not only for collars, 
yokes, sleeves, and the front of blouses, 
but for drapery effects over all kinds of 
satin-faced and similar fabrics in skirts. 
The materials will be cotton, cotton and 
silk, and all-silk in white, cream, cham- 
pagne, beige, and black. The old-fash- 
ioned Chantilly is in evidence every- 
where, which has always been an indi- 
cation that the lace business will be 
good. There is a good demand for nar- 
row embroideries in cambric, nainsook, 
and Swiss, up to twelve inches.” 


RULING ON SADDLERY. 


Treasury Department Gives Its In- 
terpretation of New Tariff Law. 


The Treasury Department, in a letter 
to Collector Malone, gives notice to 
customs officials and importers of its 
interpretation of the new Tarriff law 
as applied to saddlery articles. Im- 
porters dissatisfied with the con- 
struction placed on the law by the 
department are entitled to appeal to the 
customs tribunals for relief. 

Assistant Secretary Hamlin says that 
the term ‘“ saddlery’”’ is not limited to 
articles of leather, but also includes 
all articles used only in the equipment 
of horses, 3uckles, tacks, rivets, &c., 
used on harness and saddles are not 
entitled to free entry as saddlery if of 
a kind ordinarily used for other pur- 
poses. Mr. Hamlin says: 

“The Appraiser (at New York) ex- 


presses the opinion that saddlery hard- 
ware is as much saddlery, within the 


separately, as when sold as a part of 
a complete harness, and he reports that 
it is the practice of his office advisorily 
to return free of duty as saddlery 
articles such as bits, stirrups, curb 


chains, and hame chains. You state 
that in the classification of the mer- 
chandise you are guided by the Ap- 
praiser’s return.

the term ‘saddlery’ is not limited to 
articles of leather, but includes all 
articles used in the equipment of 
horses. It therefore approves the prac- 
tice at your port in admitting free of 
duty as saddlery the articles named, 
and all other articles which are used 
only as equipment for horses, and are 
necessary parts of such equipment. 
“The department is of the opinion, 
however, that buckles, tacks, rivets, and 
similar articles of a character which, 
though used on harnesses, are suit- 
able for use and are extensively used 
for other purposes, do not, in tact, 
constitute harness or saddlery, and 
should not therefore, be so classed.

SKIRTMAKER UPHELD. 


of Brody & Punt. 


The Appellate Division dismissed yes- 
terday the appea] of Henry Brody and 
Hyman Punt, makers of skirts at Pas- 
saic, from a $1,500 judgment in favor 
of Benjamin Schlossberg, a sub-con- 
tractor. Schlossberg was an inside con- 
tractor who produced the skirts in the 
Brody & Punt factory under a piece 
work system while they were in busi- 
ness in New York. When they went to 
Passaic they asked him to reduce his 
prices per skirt, because labor was 
cheaper in Passaic, but he insisted on 
his former contract price and they put 
him out, On the trial the two manufac- 


turers testified that during the time the 
contract had still to run they had made 
10,000 skirts. The jury took this as a 
basis of computing Schlossberg’s dam- 
age, using other testimony as to the 
average rate per skirt to arrive at a 
verdict. 

The decision of the Appellate Division 
was by a divided vote, the majority of 
the’ court holding that it was proper 
for the jury to take this admission of 
the manufacturer as to the number of 
skirts made and multiply it by the ap- 
parent average rate of profit. The mi- 
nority of the court held that the proper 
method was to examine the books of 
Brody & Punt to get the exact number 
of skirts manufactured and to inves- 
tigate the earlier books to obtain the 
exact average rate of payment per 
skirt, rather than to depend on the 
opinion of the witnesses examined. 


INTERSTATE POULTRY CLUB. 


To Sell Farm Products Direct to 
Consumers at Cut Rates. 


A number of leading business men, 
farmers and poultry fanciers through- 
out New Jersey have just formed an 
organization, known as the Inter-State 
Poultry Club of America, which is said 
to be unique in its purposes and work- 
ings. This club has established head- 
quarters at Asbury Park, where it is 
proposed to hold annual poultry shows 
of national scope, and has established 
also a bureau known as the Producers 
and Consumers’ Exchange. There the 
club’s representatives are listing and 


filing names of producers of poultry 
and farm products to be given to con- 
sumers who wish to deal direct with 
the poultry yard for eggs, dressed 
poultry and other farm products 
through the parcel post. 

The club has under its control several 
parcel post packages designed especi- 
ally for the purpose of transporting 
the above products, and has inaugu- 
rated a parcel service free of charge 
to producers who are members of the 
club. It is said at the club headquart- 
ers that it already has a supply of 1,000 
dozen eggs weekly on its records, which 
the producers want to dispose of direct 
to the consumer at 20 to 25 per cent. 
less than the present market price for 
fresh eggs. This reduction is, of course, 
made possible by the direct dealings of 
consumer and producer. The club acts 
only as an exchange for the names of 
beth where the producer is known to it.

THE CONDITION OF TRADE. 


Review of the Situation by Dun and 
Bradstreet. 


Commenting on the condition of trade 
and operations of the banks, Dun’s Re- 
view says: 


There is ttle tangible evidence as yet 
that the turning point in business has been 
reached, but general sentiment is more 
hopeful. Wholesale trade is rather more 
active, while retail demands have broad- 
ened under the stimulus of the usual clear- 
ance sales and more seasonable weather in 
some sections, Many buyers are beginning 
to appear in the dry goods market, and 
though conservatism is the rule in the mat- 
ter of future purchases, stocks are low and 
requirements are iarge. While the demand 
of iron and steel is still confined mainly to 
actual needs, some increase in business is 
apparent, and the situation is more encour- 
aging. 

Bank exchanges this week make a compara- 
tively satisfactory exhibit, the total at the 
leading cities of the United States amount- 
ing to $3,537,729,230, as against $3,520,290,- 
758 for the same week last year, and $3,- 
026,209,121 the corresponding week in 1912, 
gains of 1.1 and 16.6 per cent., respective- 
ly, a8 compared with these periods. 


Bradstreet’s says: 


Trade and industrial affairs present a 
more cheerful aspect. This is as yet more 
a matter of sentiment and tone rather than 
of actual expansion in demand and output, 
but favorable developments certainly seem 
to outweigh those of an adverse character. 
Thus there {s a little more activity in some 
wholesale lines, salesmen are going back 
on the road, money for commercial needs 
is easier, and banks are seeking instead of 
rejecting paper, sale of raw wool are en- 
couraging, and prices tend to harden de- 
spite large imports, there is more doing in 
Northern pig fron at leading Western mar- 
kets, and Winter wheat is in excellent con- 
dition the country over, with a good cov- 
ering of snow.

A millinery trade merchant who has 
just returned from Paris, says that small 
flowers will be favored as Spring garnitures 
for women’s hats. This view difers from 
opinions expressed by ribbon trade mer- 
chants, who say that ribbons will be much 
used in Spring trimmings.

This belt is made 
of wide, fancy Roman-striped or plaid silk 
braid in bright colors. It is worn loosely 
tied on one side, and the ends are either 
fringed or trimmed with ornamental effects 
in metal. 


Elaborate effects in corset cover-brassieres 
are now being shown abroad. One striking 
model is made of a broad ribon run be- 
tween net and lace. The net is slightly 
fitted and the lace is gathered to give a 
slight blouse effect.

SAILOR KILLED ON LINER. 


Five Others Hurt When Lifeboat 
Boom Snaps on Victoria Luise. 


One sailor was killed instantly and 
five others were injured on board the 
Hamburg-American cruising steamer 
Victoria Luise at Hoboken last nignt by 
the sudden breaking of a cargo boom 
while one of the big lifeboats was being 
hoisted. 

Shortly ‘after 6 o'clock the crew was 
engaged in shifting over one of the for- 
ward lifeboats from the port to the 
starboard side. The boat had been 
unshipped from its chocks and was sus- 
pended by a Sling and tackle when the 
boom suddenly snapped in half letting 
the boat down by the run on deck. 

Ernest Ratke, 20 years old, seaman, 
was instantly killed and Paul Albert, 16 
years old, had his chest crushed and 
suffered severe internal injuries. He 


was taken in an ambulance to _ 5St. 
Mary’s Hospital, Hoboken. Four other 
sailors received injuries which were at- 
tended to by the ship's surgeon in the 
hospital on board. 

The officers on the Victoria Luise de- 
clined to give out any information re- 
garding the accident or how it was 
that the men were shifting one of the 
big lifeboats in the dark when the ves- 
sel is not duq to start on her cruise to 
the West Indies until February 7.

Restrictions a Bar to Sale. 


A restrictive twenty year agreement 
placed upon property which for twenty 


years prevents the erection upon it of | 


| buildings less than three stories high 


and of a residential character so that 
lonly the first floor may be used for 
| stores, and which prevents the use of the 
premises for such purposes as brew- 
eries, stables, &c., is such an incum- 
brance and defect of title as will justify 
a would-be purchaser in declining to 
take title after negotiations to buy. 
This was the ruling of the Appellate 
Division yesterday on the suit. of 
Thornton Brothers Company, against 
the Thomas ~H. Tully Construction 
Company,. over an agreement to_ sell 
825 Home Street, the Bronx. The force 
of the plea that the restrictive agree- 
ment was a defect of title is not viti- 
ated, the Court held, by a failure to 
avail of it at any stage in the negotia- 
tions, and it may be urged effectually 
at any time before the sale is closed. 


Decision on Private Streets. 


The Appellate Division reversed yes- 
terday a Supreme Court order compel- 
ling the city to institute proceedings to 
assess the damages to Herman H. 
Olinger from the closing of Madison 
Avenue from 180th to 18list Street, for 
the purposes of Bronx Park. Olinger 


|} based his proceedings on the fact that 
|the block which had been closed was a 
public street by virtue of having been 
filed as such on a private map, and 
that it appeared as a closed street on a 
map issued by the Park Commissioner. 
The decision of the court, written by 
Justice Scott, discussed the question of 
whether the filing of this private map 
operated to make the street public. 
His decision was said by lawyers to be 
of importance as affecting the practice 
of real estate developers in filling maps 
and defininug the rights of purchasers to 
;such streets. Justice Scott said: 
“Th's did not make it a public street, 
}nor impose on the city the duty of keep- 
ling it open and maintaining it as a 
|nublic street, for obviously the owners

it or throwing it open to the public as 
;@ right of way. Until the’ city form-

Laughed When He Cot Circular 
Describing a $50,000 
Embezzling Clerk. 


THEN FACED HIS PRISONER 


Young Mr. Gorton Coolly Confessed 
His Peculations and Handcd 
Out a Tip on the Derby. 


Second Deputy Police Commissioner 
Dougherty received through the mails 
a short time ago a poster which was 
£0 large, and looked so much like a 
circus advertisement that it roused his 
sense of humor. On unfolding it and 
holding it out at some distance from 
him he found that in reality it was a 
notice from an English constable—the 
Chief Constable of Manchester—warning 
all police officials the world over to be 
on the lookout for a young clerk who 
had fled from Manchester with $50,000 
of his employer’s money. 

Dougherty exhibited the poster to de- 
tectives more to have them enjoy a 
laugh over its size and flaring type than 
in the hope that the man wanted would 
ever be found here. Yet the playful 
spirit in which the detectives at Police 
Headquarters looked over the poster 
and noted down the description of the 
fugitive bore fruit, for the young man 
wanted was taken into Mr. Dougherty’s 
office yesterday afternoon and there 
made a full confession, so Mr. Dough- 
erty announced, of his peculations, 
coupled with a plea that he be allowed 
to start life all over again in the United 
States. 

The prisoner, Kenneth Gorton, was 
locked up in the Elizabeth Street Police 
Station last night, and he will be ar- 
raigned before United States Commuis- 
sioner Shields this morning and held 
awaiting the arrival of extradition pa- 
pers. He sent a cable message last 
night to Robert Peacock, the Manches- 
ter constable who prepared the poster 
describing him, saying that he would be 
willing to return to Manchester at once 
to stand trial without waiting to be 
formally extradited. 

Gorton showed no evidence, when ar- 
rested, of having any of the $50,000"still 
in his possession. He was dressed rather 


shabbily, and Mr. Dougherty asked him 
where the money went, 

‘* Really,”’ he said, ‘ really, don’t you 
know, I should have been a betting com- 
missioner’s customer, don't you know. I 
set up in business in Main Street, in Man- 
chester, as a betting commissioner un- 
der the name of i Kenneth. And, 
would you _ believe my customers 
picked the horses so a ly well that 
I couldn't steal money fast enough from 
my employer to pay my losses.’ 

As Mr. Dougherty heard this out- 
from-—the-heart confession of the ama- 
teur betting commissioner's troubles he 
noted that one flaring line across the 
poster announced that Gorton was fond 
of the company of jockeys, and also 
of chorus girls, and usually traveled to 
and from race meets in a motor car. 

“‘ Indeed I did that,’’ and Gorton smiled 
as his attention was called to this 
line, ‘“‘and, do you know, Mr. Com- 
missioner, I can tell you the name of 
the horse that’s going to win the next 
Derby.’ 

Several detectives who were listening 
to Gorton’s narrative bent forward to 
eatch the. horse’s name. Some caught 
it as ‘Tetrarch’” and some _ as 
“ Trearch.”’ Gorton explained that the 
name of the horse translated into Eng- 
lish would be ‘ Rocking horse." 

‘Really, this is awful,’’ Gorton went 
on as he seemed to sense his predica- 
ment. “*I say, Mr. Commissioner, now 
can't you give me a chance to start all 
over again.in America?. You know I 
have just found a little flat for myself 
up in en 177th Street, where there Is 
a bit of gcse, and I was just begin- 
ning to li your country over here.” 

Mr. Dougherty asked Gorton if he 
had ever heard of Get-Rich-Quick Wal- 
lingford or Dick Turpin, and the young 
prisoner blushed a little at the ques- 
tion's Implication. 

“Oh, really, now,” he pleaded, “ don't 
put me down in their class. You know, 
all I got was two pounds a week, and I 
held a responsible, confidential position 
—very confidential, indeed—with a $2,- 
000,000 house. And life was pretty gray 
on two pounds a week, so I tried to 
liven it up a bit, that was all. You see, 
the heads of the firm trusted me to 
prepare the checks for them, all but the 
signatures. I soon learned they would 
si any check I placed before them and 
never stop to look at it. So I just got to 
slipping an extra check or two into the 
bundle presented to them each day. 
That’s all there was to it. In Sentem- 
ber I got a notion they were suspicious, 
and so I left for France, dropped all my 
money, and shipped to this country.” 

Gorton was found through tracing the 
movements of A. L. Hart, a correspond- 
ent of The Manchester Guardian, who 
came to this country in October to pro- 
mote a plan to have Southern cotton 
shipped directly to the Manchester mills, 
thus eliminating the Liverpool middle- 
men. Mr. Dougherty learned that Hart 
was a friend of Gorton, and that if he 
were followed Gorton might somewhere 
come into the trail. Detectives Dowling 
and Geghan followed Hart yesterday 
until he met Gorton at Forty-second 
Street and Broadway. Hart appeared 
much surprised when Gorton was ar- 
rested. 

He accompanied the detectives to 
Headquarters, where he explained to 
Mr. Dougherty that Gorton had ap- 
pealed to him here as a fellow-towns- 
man who was down and out. and that 
he had offered to help him. He said he 
had no idea that Gorton was a fugitive 
‘from justice. 


LONG ISLAND ROAD LOSES. 


Appeal from $20,000 Judgment in 
Contractors’ Favor Dismissed. 


The Appellate Division dismissed the 
appeal of the Long Island Railroad yes- 
terday from a judgmént of more than 
$20,000 in favor of Westinghouse, 
Church, Kerr & Co., the contractors 
who electrified the Long Island system. 
The contractors recovered judgment in 
the Supreme Court for an amount they 
had to pay in a damage suit brought by 
one of their employes for injuries sus- 
tained on the work. The contract pro- 
vided that the railroad was to pay the 
contractors five per cent. of the total 
cost of the work for designing it and 
the actual cost plus ten per cent. for 
work, labor and materials furnished. 
The question in dispute was whether 
damages arising from accidents to em- 

ployes was a part of actual cost. On 
this point Justice Hotchkiss, writing the 

revailing opinion of the court, in which 
ustices McLaughlin, Laughlin and 
Dowling concurred, said: 

“On the face of the contract it is 
apparent that it involved a work of 
considerable magnitude and_ required 
the employment of many artisans and 
laborers. * * * In a work of this de- 
scription accidents are certain to occur, 
so certain in fact that the law of aver- 
ages permits them to be made the sub- 
ject of insurance, to be covered by 
policies issued by corporations or- 

anized by virtue of general laws and 
doing business under State inspection. 
The cost of such accidents, direct and 
indirect, including the expense of com- 
ensating the injured and of investigat- 
ng and defending claims, is an incident 
of the work and a necessary part of 
the total cost.”’ 

In the Cransnting opinion of the Court, 
written by Presiding Justice Ingraham, 
it was pointed out that the original 
OS tnoe ns against the contractors was 

”~, which was covered by $5,000 of 
casualty insurance. He held that it was 
the du of the company to take out 
insurance which would have fully cov- 
ered the claim. He also asserted his 
belief in the doctrine that the wrongful 
negligence of the contractors, which 
was the only theory on which a sane: 
ment for damages against them could 
have been rendered, did not make the 
railroad lable. 


HOPE FOR CUBAN PORTS CO. 


Menocal, Advised by Envoy to Lon- 
don, Seeking Basis of Agreement.

HAVANA, Jan. 9.—The Cuban Gov- 
ernment is considering what arrange- 
ments are possible with the Cuban 
Ports Company, the validity of whose 
six-million-dollar concession, obtained 
from the Gomez Government, was con- 
tested by President Menocal in the 
courts after he had suspended pay- 
ment of the port dues. 

This change in the administration’s 
attitude is due largely to the recom- 
mendations of Gen. Carlos Garcia 
Velez, Cuban Minister to London, who 
is here ostensibly on leave of absence, 
but in reality In response to a sum- 
mons, to report as to the effect on 
Cuban credit in England of the Presi- 
dent’s decree, against the Ports Com- 
pany, and also as to the British Gov- 
ernment’s sentiment in regard to the 
claims which Great Britain, France, 
and Germany are pushing jointly for 
damages suffered by citizens of those 
countries from Cuban insurgents dur- 
ing the revolution against Spain. 

Gen. Garcia Velez refused to be in- 


terviewed about the Ports Company, 
but it is learned from other sources 
that he has urged most strongly the 
advisabllity of action by the Govern- 
ment to protect the English holders 
of the concern’s bonds, inasmuch as 
they purchased them only after re- 
peated assurances from the former 
Cuban administration as to the legal- 
ity of the Ports Company’s conces- 
sion. 

It is understood that Gen. Garcia 
Velez warned President Menocal that 
unless an agreement satisfactory to 
the bondholders was reached Cuban 
credit would suffer a blow from which 
it would | Soquire years to recover.

Miss Palamora de Treschow of Copen- 
hagen, who is said to be worth $5,000, - 
000, was taken from the steamship Al- 


mirante of the United Fruit Company to 
Ellis Island yesterday and placed in the 
psychopathic ward for observation. 

Miss de Treschow boarded the steamer 
at Kingston last Saturday, and_ her 
strange behavior caused Dr. Brickett, 
the ship’s surgeon, to notify the immi- 
gration authorities. 

When questioned by the Immigration 
Inspectors at Quarantine, Miss De Tres- 
chow showed her letters of introduction, 
her passports, and letter of credit, and 
said that the King of Denmark would 
demand satisfaction if she was detained. 

She was kept on board the ship all 
night under watch, and yesterday J. 
Clan, the Danish Consul, visited the ship 
to persuade his countrywoman to go to 
Ellis Island quietly, promising her every 
comfort.

Swayze, the telephone company's gen- 
eral counsel, and State Senator James 
A, Foley, Chairman of the Joint Legis- 
lative Committee appointed to tmvesti- 
gate metropolitan telephone conditions, 
participated in the conference. 

Mr. Swayze said he wanted the order 
drawn in such a way that it would allow 
the telephone company to withdraw the 
reduction if the Legislature passed a 
bill abolishing interborough toll rates 
and establishing a maximum 5-cent call 
rate all over the city. 

Senator Foley was consulted with ref- 
erence to applying to the Legislature 
for funds with which to carry on the 
appraisal of the company’s property. 
The company, which had been fighting 
throughout the hearings for this ap- 
praisal as the only just basis for fixing 
rates, offered to bear the expense of it, 
but the commission declined to accept 
such a proposal on the ground it was 
illegal, 

The conferees discussed methods of 
selecting engineers, accountants, and 
others to carry on the appraisal.
